Fund should 
do anything to try to got Latvian language broadcasts over tk Radio Rome. CT 33 -i 00 
y- wrote to Ch. that htere is a German ship in the Baltic Sea that transmitte radio 
C broadcasts targeted egainst the USSR ( Nofurther info), and that the Latvian National 
j Fund in Sweden xxb initiating a baloon - leaflet campa£n to coincide with the 40th 
\ Anniversa-rv of Latvia's independence on 18th November 195®* 

1 Rgpfr * CL JUstated that Ch. should keep his hands off any activities concerning Radio 
Rome, for we are trying to get the information concerning Roms broadcasts through our 
own sources and that it will be decided what to do after the situation in Rome has been 
anylieed. In the mean-while Ch. should not get involved with anything until requested 
to do so by as. ( Note: It was made clear to Churgin that his involvement at this time 
is not desirable. HSR) 

4. Informed that the ^atvian A, ational Fund in Sweden has translated Dr. Slide’s book 

" Par Doporteto Pedam* “ ( English title - In the Footsteps of the Deported ) into English 
and Spanish languages, and Ch. further inquired if HQ’s would be interested to purchase 
e 0 me of these books, and eventually to distribute them freely as Anti-Soviet Propaganda 
1 in the English, Spanish and possibly Arab countries. ( The translation into Arabio has 
/ not been done yet, however the National Fund is contemplating to translate this book in 
^ Arabio ) 

Reply 1 J^Jinfonned nh. that this will be checked out with £7 ^ however meanwhile 
Churgin should request CL L3 to send a copy of the english version to Churgin because 
he has personal interest to find out what the book is all about. Churgin 
was also instructed that under no circumstanoes should Churgin indicate 
to CL Z2 that he might expect financial supp „ t from this, that or 
other source. 

5 . Churgin stated that he would like to make a su_ raary of the things that 
he thinks should be done to continue our operations, and that he would 
like give wx the summary to us foe our comment. 

Reply : ^informed that this is a fine thing and that if his ideas are 

put on a paper I or£3 31 xttkxtxkxxKxlja or most likely both of us will 
check on it and comment upon it. 

In the conclusion £2 33 inquired if it would be possible to pay 

CL 3 apr. 20.- dollars for a xx one way ticket from Algaciras,*x Spain
